La Champagne Sighted by an 
Incoming Vessel.

lieved, has caused its long delay. This news, 
which came like manna from heaven almost 
to the friends and relatives of the passen- 
gers, was brought to this port today by 
Captain M. W. Ninnes of the tank steam- 
ship Bremerhaven, which arrived here late 
in the afternoon from Antwerp. 

The Bremerhaven sighted the vessel at 
9:30 p. m. of Feb. 19, seven full days after 
the French liner left Havre. The missing 
vessel was then in latitude 43 degrees and 
longitude 44 degrees, or fully 1,350 miles east 
of New York. It was 460 miles south south- 
east of Cape Race, N. F. 

Captain Ninnes gave a minute description 
of the steamship, which had apaprently suf- 
fered some disablement to its machinery, 
and he was positive that the vessel he saw 
was La Champagne. His account left no 
doubt in the mind of Mr. E. Bouconde, the 
French line agent in New York, and he lost 
no time in assuring the waiting persons at 
the Bowling Green office that the steamship 
for which they had made anxious inquiries 


{ for five days was as safe as if it floated in 


the harbor. 

The news was greeted with cheers by the 
waiting friends, and one old woman who has 
a on on board fairly burst into tears, but 
they were tears of joy. 8 

The Bremerhaven’s commander gave a 
graphic account of his meeting with the 
missing French liner. It is best told in his 
own words: 

On the afternoon of the 19th a hard blow 
came from the northeast, and when night 
closed in there was a fresh gale whipping 
us from that direction and slapping my 
steamer's starboard quarter. Its screw was 
out of the water half the time and racing 
so rapidly that the entire ship was shaken 
by the vibration. It was cloudy and alto- 
gether a dark night. 

“Second Officer Bateman had the bridge 
at 9:20 p. m. when the lookout in the crow’s 
mest suddenly sung out that a steamer’s 


five or six miles off, I had just come on the 
bridge and, naturally, took a look at the 
Stranger. I could see the vessel’s green 
| atarboamd lights and supposed it to bea 


moving. It was too dark to look for the 
white water that appears in the wake ofa 
steamer in motion caused by the churn of 
the screw. 

“The fact that it was moving slowly 
proved to me that it was simply heading 
into the storm with enough steam o1 to 
give it steerage way while repairs were 
being made. 

“The vessel was on a perfectly ever keel 
and rode the waves buoyantly. There was 
nothing abcut it to indicate that anything 
was wrong etcept its slow speed. There 
were no signals of any kind displayed, and if 
it had not been under control there cer- 
tainly would have been lights up to show it. 
I did not run down to it, for there seemed 
no reason why I should, but Champagne 
was in view from our bridge for at least 
forty minutes. It was still heading to tho 
northeast when it faded from our sight. 

“The next day it was blowing a strong 
gale, and on Monday, Feb. A, kt blew a 
hurricane, still from the northeast. 
course, La Champagne must have met these 
storms, but it was in good condition to 
weather them.” 

La Champagne left Havre on Feb, 12 with 
48 saloon, 53 second cabin and 208 steerage 
Passengers —a total of 304. It carries a 
crew of 175 men, which, with its officers, 
make the total on board close to 500 per- 
sons. The vessel steams usually at the rate 
of 375 miles in twenty-four hours. When 
sighted by the Bremerhaven it was 1.000 
miles west of Havre, and at iis usual speed 
it would have accompiished that in a little 
more than four days, consequently as it 
left on the 12th it must have broken down 
on the afternoon of Feb. 16, and its en- 
gineers had been at work making repaifts 
for fully three days when the Bremerhaven 
sighted it.

PROOF OF TREACHERY. 


First Explosion Is Evidently on 
the Outside. 


INQUIRY BOARD CONVINCED.

Havana, Feb. 25.—[Copyright,: 1808, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. disclosures of the divers prove 
finally a full international fact—that the 
Maine was blown up on Feb. 15 by an outside 
explosion of a large torpedo or submarine 
mine, 

The Board of Investigation has ceased in- 
vestigating the remains of the forward mag- |. 
azine. The members are satisfied that it 
did not explode. From the first glance 
everything has pointed that way. 

It ts known now that the divers found the 
floor of the big forward starboard twenty- 
five-ton powder magazine intact, while the 
sides were not completely destroyed. . 

It is an absolute impossibility that a part 
of its 180 powder filled cylinders should not 
have exploded. And it is just as awfully 
true that no explosives aboard the ship 
could, unaided, have so mangled and blown 
away and broken in two the battleship 
Maine. Something else must have done it. 


‘ Opinion of Experts. 

Naval experts say a big torpedo placed 
under the port side of the bottom, just next 
to the reserve magazine, would easily have 
caused the observed damage if it were as- 
sisted by the 2,000 pounds of quick-burning 
saluting powder known to have been in the 
reserve magazine. 

It is not likely that mines exist inside of 
the closed Havana harbor, nor likely that, 
if near the government, a mine would be 
placed in the position most seldom occu- 
pied by a ship anchored to a buoy, as the 
Maine’s position. 

It is most likely that if such a mine had 
been built it would have been badly out of 
order, like most Spanish naval affairs, if, in- 
deed, it had ever contained explosives for 
which the Spanish government paid. 

As was cabled, one of the Maine’s bottom 
plates. has been blown from left to right and 
upwards. : 

Originally it was under water on the port 
side, about opposite the forward turret, It 
now protrudes four feet out of water, fifteen 
feet inside the proper line of contour of the 
vessel, as is shown by the undamaged rear. 

The Maine’s bottom plates were painted, 
I.am informed, with a green anti-fouling 
paint. This plate is thus painted on its port 
side. On its other side it is plastered with 
the cement only used in the Maine on the 
inside of the bottom plates. The cement is 
gathered thick in the corners of the angle 
irons on the starboard side of the plate. 

Proof Considered Sufficient...

And a torpedo or a mine under the port 
side of the Maine’s bottom did explode, as 
is shown by half a dozen witnesses who 
testify to hearing a double report. And 
that, with the assistance of the saluting 
powder, blew up the Maine and killed the 
crew. Who did it? 


Work Going on Vigorously. 

The divers went down into the wreck this 
morning again, and got evidence to confirm 
the suspicions aroused by the findings of 
yesterday. Hitherto the navy divers have 
been at work for the purposes of the Investi- 
gation. From now on the wrecking steamer 
Right Arm will proceed vigorously with its 
The divers were busy today down 
forward. It is expected that all the remain- 
ing bodies will be recovered within three 
days. 

Lieutenant Commander Wainwright has 
charge ot the work. Gunner Charles Mor- 
gan, the bright warrant officer of the cruiser 
Newark, probably will directly overlook the 
divers. 

Chief Gunner’s Mate Olsen of the battle- 
ghip Iowa is doing splendid work.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.— [Special. 
When the President and his Cabinet reach 
the point of discussing grim visaged war as 
an actual possibility the condition of the 
country is sufficiently serious. 

The result of the conference today was tha: 
nothing whatever could be done or should 
be done to create excitement until the report 
of the Board of Inquiry is received, which 
is expected early next week. It is sufficient 
commentary on the crisis which the country 
is facing that every possibility of both war 


and peace was touched upon at the regular 


Cabinet council. Various plans were con- 
sidered to meet every possible emergency. 

_Neither the Prestdent nor his advisers ex- 
pressed the opinion that war was probable, 
but they did admit to each other that it was 
quite within the range of immediate proba- 
bility. The Cabinet talked over the question 
as to what would be the procedure in case it 
were shown that the Maine was not blown up 
by accident. 


Talk of an Indemnity. 


There was considerable unanimity of opin- 
ion in favor of a demand for an indemnity 
in case it was shown that the Maine was 
blown up by an irresponsible person. There 
is considerable evidence to show that the 
Maine was blown up by design, but there is 
practically no evidence as yet to indicate 
that the Spanish government or any of its 
responsible officers was a party to the plot. 
It was suggested at the Cabinet council 
that Spain could be held responsible for 
both actual and punitive damages, and that 
a large indemnity could be demanded and 
an ultimatum issued requiring its immediate 
payment, with the seizure of the island as 
the alternative. The mere demand for an 
indemnity would.amount to nothing at all 
unless it were coupled with a specified date 
for response and the threat of hostilities in 
the event that the response were unfavor- 
able. The problem which confronted the 
Cabinet, therefore, was to provide for any 
one of three distinct contingencies... The first. 
was a finding of the board that ths. Maine 
was destroyed by an accidents

tinct hostile act on the part of Spain. 

If the question of indemnity should be 
raised the President would have the right: 
to institute the demand before reporting to. 
Congress. If the hostility of the explosion 
were shown he would have nothing to do but 
to report the facts to Congress with a recom- 
mendation in favor of a declaration of war. 
It will thus be seen that of the three con- 
tingencies arising out of the report of the 
board of inquiry, two lead almost inevitably 
toward actual warfare, the only difference 
being in the question of time. jae 

Gage Says Money Is Available. 

The Cabinet meeting today heard from 
Secretary Long as to the naval prepara- 
tions made for actual conflict, from Secre- 
tary Alger as to the disposition of the army, 
the strength of the militia, and the trans- 
portation problem, while Secretary Gage 
gave perhaps the most important testimony 
as to the ability of the country to withstand 
the shock of war. He expressed the opin- 
jon, it is understood, that a war loan could 
be successfully floated here in this country 


and that the patriotic impulses of the people 


could be depended upon to subscribe for as 
many bonds as would be needed. The Sec- 
retary is understood to have said that an 
emergency war loan would result in bring- . 
ing out an enormous amount of small sav~ 
ings, and that if such a loan is made i 
should be distinctively a popular one, with 
plenty of bonds of at least as low a de- 
nomination of $100.

ADMINISTRATION KEENLY ALERT. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—In spite of the 


stories that come from unofficial sources in 


Havana as to sensational developments in 
connection with the work of the divers in 
the Maine’s hull, the administration re- 
mains firm in its statement that there is no 
credible evidence one way or the other as to 
the cause of the disaster, and holds to its 
purpose to await the conclusion of the in- 
vestigaticn now making by the court of in- 
quiry,. 


This position was emphasized at today’s 


Cabinet meeting. People who looked for 
some startling announcement were disap- 
pointed, as the members, without reserva- 
tion, frankly admitted that the subject of 
the loss of the Maine had been discussed, 
but said that the government had received 
no information from Havana since yester- 
aay, and had no intention of changing its 
policy until there was something of sub- 
stance to warrant it. All the members of 
the Cabinet were present, Secretaries Sher- 
man and Alger having improved in health 
sufficiently to enable them to attend. 

The Spanish Legation was equally in the 
dark as to any of the discoveries reporied 
from sources that are not cited, as was 


shown by a message from Captain General 


Blanco. 
Secretary Long has been under a heavy 
and almost constant strain ever since he 


was awakened in the middle of the night a 


week ago last Tuesday by the news of the 
loss of the Maine, and now that matters 
are, at least for the time being, in a quieter 
state, he has withdrawn from the Navy de- 
partment and gone away for a few days’ 
rest, leaving Assistant Secretary Roosevelt 
to manage the department.

‘demnity, proclamations excluding the war- 
‘| Ships of the offending nation from our har- 


bors, display of force, non-intercourse, with- 


drawal of our Minister, reprisal, and block- 
jade. Some of these steps border, very closely 


on war, although they are regarded as the 
movements just preliminary to actual hostil- 
ities, and as amounting to threats that force 
will follow if reparation is not made. 


Case of the Waterwitch. 


The case of the Waterwitch is considered 
to be the most analogous to that of the 
Maine should it be established that the 


Maine disaster was not the result of acci- 


dent. The Waterwitch was a United States 
ship engaged in 1855 in surveying the en- 
trance to one of the rivers of Paraguay. 
Without warning ar d by orders of President 
Lopez of Paraguay a force of troops opened 
fire on the Waterw’'tch, killing the man at 
the helm and wound'ng others. Intense fcel- 
ing was aroused in the United States when 
the facts became known. The President re- 
ported the facts to Congress and ih his mes- 
sage asked authority to make a demonstra- 


tion of force which would insure suitable 


redress.. In response to this Congress au- 
thorized him to “use such force as is nec- 
essary to secure ample reparation. Ac- 
cordingly an armed fleet was hastily assem- 
bled on a scale which was regarded as re- 
markable for those days. The expedition 
included 19 armed ships, 25 heavy guns, and 
2,500 sailors and marines. Accompanying 
this formidable outfit were civilian pleni- 
potentiaries prepared to make the demands 
of this government and then enforce them 
by calling on the armed ships. 

The expedition made a formidable show- 
ing in South American waters, and Presi- 
dent Lopez's government was awed into 
complete subjection by its presence. The 
American commissioners and naval officers 
were received at Ascension with much hon- 
or, and every reparation within the power 
of the republic was given. This included 
abject apology, a sweeping disavowal, and 
$10,000 for the sufferers from the outrage. 
As the republic was willing to grant full 
reparation the naval expedition did not ex- 
ért the force it was prepared to use in case 
a refusal had been offered. When the facts 
of the expedition were reported to the 
American Congress the President stated 
that the dispatch of this formidable naval 
fieet had had a salutary influence through- 
out the world, and had convinced foreign 
nations that the United States would pro- 
tect the lives of its citizens with all the force 
at its command. 


Britain Makes Reparation. 


The case of the firing on the United States 
ship Chesapeake by the British ship Leopard 
is another case affording a precedent as to 
the government's mode of action. The 
Chesapeake was proceeding to sea when 
it was hailed by the commander of the 
Leopard with a demand that British de- 


serters, said to be in the hold of the Chesa-. 


peake, be surrendered. The American 
commander refused to comply, whereupon 
the Leopard first fired a shot across the bow 
of the Chesapeake and followed this with 
two broadsides. The American commander 
was severely wounded, three sailors were 
killed outright, and many were wounded, 
Being unprepared for action, it being a time 
of peace, the American commander hauled 
down his colors and surrendered. 

Tremendous excitement prevailed in the 
United States over this outrage. President 
Madison speedily issued a proclamation ex- 
cluding from American ports all British war- 
ships. He also caused energetic protests 
and demands to be presented at London. 
The British authorities promptly disavowed 
the action, recalled the Admiral under whom 
the outrage had been perpetrated, and with- 
out request tendered indemnity sufficient 
to support the wives and families of ali 
those who had been killed and wounded. 

In a later case the American ship Prome- 
theus was fired upon in the harbor of Grey- 
town. ‘The ship had decliried to pay exces- 
sive port charges imposed by the King of 
the Mosquito country, then controlling the 
country under a British protectorate. The 
King called on the British warship Express 
to sustain his demands, and the Express 
promptly sent a broadside into the Prome-

| United States in 1852 against Japan, and in 


1858 against Java. In the case of Japan 
American sailors had been severely handled 
in Japanese ports and the native courts 
failed to give adequate redress. A naval 
expedition was sent to Japanese waters 
and this had the effect of securing the full- 
est apology and also an agreement by which 
every protection was guaranteed to Amer- 
ican citizens and property in Japan. In 
the case of Java the Secretary of the Navy 
sent a large nayal force to the waters of 
Java to demand that the native trial courts 
should give the fullest protection to Amer- 
icans. The expedition was successful in its 


| purpose and all the assurances desired were 


given. 

In 1815 seven Americans were killed and 
about sixty were wounded while they were 
being detained in the British prison at Dart- 
moor. This was brought on by a clamor 
for rations, which was resisted by the prison 
guard. The United States demanded ex- 
planation and suitable reparation and the 
British government complied by an indem- 
nity for the support of the families of those 
killed and wounded. 


Recent Indemnity Cases. 


There are quite a number of recent cases, 
the latest being that of the German occupa- 
tion of Kiao Chou, for the outrages com- 
mitted by Chinese on German missionaries. 
In that case the German government ac- 
quired as indemnity a large portion of Chi- 
nese territory, as well as one of the most 
valuable strategic ports of China. 

The principle of money indemnity for the 
killing of foreigners has been recognized in 
several recent cases in the United States. 
One of these was the killing of Italians at 
New Orleans by a mob. In that case, while 
the United States did not admit the respon- 
sibility of the federal government for he 
act of a mob, yet indemnity was paid out 
of the federal Treasury as a matter of in- 
ternational comity and equity. Similar ac- 
tion was taken in indemnifying China for her 
subjects killed at Rock Springs. In the case 
of the Virginius a large money Indemnity 
was paid. Demands by the United States 
are now pending against Turkey for the 
burning of American missionary property in 
Turkey during the Armenian outbreak. 
There are many individual claims against 
Spain, including the Ruiz case and that of 
Dr. Delgado, now pending. 

President Buchanan adopted the pro- 
cedure of reprisal in 1859. This is a measure 
just short of war. Mexico was charged at 
that time with assenting to spollation along 
the United States border. President Buchan- 
an asked Congress for authority to send a 
military force to secure indemnity, as dip!o- 
matic negotiations had failed to bring re- 
dress from Mexico. This course was adopted 
by Congress, and the preparations for he 
military reprisal soon brought about a sat- 
isfactory adjustment. 

Non-intercourse with Great Britain was 
one of the measures adopted in 1809, but 
what is known as the non-intercourse act, es 
a means of stopping associations which up 
to that time had involved many complica- 
tions and harassmenta; Embargos have 
also been resorted to measure of offense 
against foreign nations, short of war, the 
purpose being to prevent the shipping of 
supplies needed by the offending nation. 


Message from Blanco. 


At the Spanish legation a dispatch was 
réceived today from General Blanco refer- 
ring to commercial questions and mention- 


ing meidentally that no change of any kind 
nas occurred in affairs at Havana. General 


Blanco's latter statement is believed at the 
legation to refer to the lack of definite and 
trustworthy news pending the private in- 
quiries now being prosecuted by the Amer- 
ican-Spanish authorities In view of this 
attitude of those whose official position gives 
them the best opoprtunity for full informa- 
‘tion Sefior du Bosc and his associates do not 
credit the reports of discoveries, tending to 
establish the cause of the Maine disaster. 
The commercial negotiations have been 
somewhat lost sight of during recent excit- 
ing events, but the authorities at Havana are 
-bopeful that these may be expedited at an 
early day. The Cuban ‘commissioner who

In view of the widely published report that 
the harbor of Havana contains a system of 
submarine mines, a statement around which 
has centered the chief public interest in con- 
nection with the disaster to the battleship 
Maine, Senor du Bosc, Spanish Charge 
d' Affaires at Washington, tonight made to 
the Associated Press the following state- 
ment, which, coming from such authority, 
may be considered as an official denial: 

“I wish to state on my own official knowl- 
edge that no mine exists inside or outside 
of Havana harbor, nor is there and sub- 
marine defense of any kind. The report is 
so absolutely false and ridiculous that. it 
could only have originated in the minds 
of those persons anxlous to incite the evil 
passions of both nations for their own mis- 
erable ends. I consider the very sugges- 
tion of such a thing an insult to Spain.“

New York Feb. 25.—[Specia!. ]—The Span- 
ish cruiser Vizcaya, which has been lying 
at anchor off Tompkinsville since Sunday, 
weizhed anchor shortly after 1 o'clock this 
afternoon and passed out to sea.

COAL FOR THE SHIPS OF WAR. 


Immense Contracts Are Being Made by 
the General Government for 
Fuel. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 25.—The Post tomorrow 
‘will say: That the United States govern- 
ment is preparing to meet any exigency that 
may arise by reason of the investigation of 
the Maine disaster is beyond dispute, and 
the fact that the proper authorities have 
just placed contracts for the delivery of 
200,000 tons of coal at the different coaling 
stations of the war vessels of this country, 
in the West Indies, and along the Florida 
and gulf coasts, is further evidence that the 
Washington authorities see trouble with 
Spain in sight, and are getting ready to 
meet the issue squarely. It was learned 
today in Pittsburg, through an officer of 
one of the largest coal corporations doing 
business in this district, that the Navy de- 
partment had closed contracts with the in- 
corporated firm of Castner, Curran & Bul- 


itt of Philadelphia for the delivery at Key 


West, Sand West, Dry Tortugas, Savannah, 
Charleston, and Fortress Monroe of 250,- 
000 tons of Pocahontas coal, and with the 
Rhodes & Beidler Coal company of Cleve- 
land for the delivery of 50,000 tons of tho 
Goshen coal of that company. 

The stipulations of the contracts just placed 
are that the coal so ordered shall be deliv- 
ered at the designated coaling stations as 
goon as it is possible to do so, and that 
the utmost secrecy be observed about the 
matter. . 

In carrying out these contracts the rall- 
roads play a most prominent part, and for 
the purpose of moving everything as ex- 
peditiously as possible President M. E. In- 
galls of the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad, 
Receiver Oscar M. Murray of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, and General Manager L. F. 
Loree of the Pennsylvania railroad went to 
Washington last week and consulted with 
Secretary Long of the Navy and Assistant 
Secretary George D. Meiklejohn of the War 
department on the matter.

Salvage Thus Far Pitifully Small, Guns

The Noyo had as passengers three Daw- 
sonites, who stopped at Juneau. They were 
James Brownell, Frank La Roy, and 7. R. 
Flint. They are reported to have brought 
out about $60,000 worth of gold dust and 
dratts from the interior.

TALKS OF BATTLESHIPS. 


DAVID PHILIP JONES DISCUSSES THE 
MAINE DISASTER. 


Ex-Chief Engineer of the United States 
Navy in an Address to Brother Ex- 
perts on “ Modern Naval Machinery” 
Says No Torpedo Could Have Wreck- 
ed the Man-of-War—Was an Iso- 
lated Type — Praise for American 
Seamen,

David Philip Jones, ex- chief engineer of 
the United States navy, addressed the En- 
gineers’ club last evening, taking for his 
subject “Modern Naval Machinery.” ‘The 
veteran naval officer, one of the best au- 
thorities on naval construction and naval 
history in the country, traced the evolution 
of the fighting ship from the days of the 
“auxiliary power frigate to the modern 
battleship, 

It was the secret of steam expansion, steel 
construction, and the twin screw, the spexk- 
er pointed gout, that made the modern man- 
of-war possible. Triple expansion and the 
screw had fulfilled the dream of Fulton, 
while the steel construction of today made 
it possible to carry out the plans laid down 
by ricsson nearly half a century ago. The 
modern battleship had not yet reached the 
highcst type of perfection, for there were 
still many problems confronting the en- 
gineers and designers, said Mr, Jones. Chief 
among these was the question of economy of 
fuel. The controlling of steam power and 
the perfection cf modern propelling ma- 
chinery had about reached the mit of 
human ingenuity, but the question of boilers 


| and fuel still remained a complex problem. 


After reviewing the history of naval con- 
struction since the first steam battleship 
was launched by Fulton, Mr. Jones led up to 
the various types of modern fighting craft, 
and finally touched upon the Maine. 


Maine an Isolated Type. 


The Maine, a splendid ship in its way,” 
sald he, cannot be called a strictly modern 
fighting craft. The Maine and the Texas 
belonged to an isolated type. While in many 
respects the Maine could be called a good 
battleship, yet it is really difficult to com- 
pare it with any other ship afloat except 
the Texas, its sister. Its machinery and 
armament were far from first-class, and its 
fighting powers may not have been all that 
was expected. The question as to whether 
or not the sinking of the Maine was due to 
an aceldent' may never be decided to the 
satisfaction of the world. In my opinion 
and in the opinion of all thoughtful officers 
of the navy the Maine was sunk as the 
result of an accident. We have several in- 
stances in naval history that would justify 
us in believing that such was the case. 

“One thing is certain, and that is the 
ship was not sunk by a torpedo. A mine 
could have done the work, but never a tor- 
pedo. Had a torpedo struck the vessel there 
would have been no doubt in the minds of 
those on deck as to what had happened. 
The shock would have or felt distinctly 
before the explosion and the vessel would 
have been blown several yards through the 
water. Had a mine exploded under the 
Maine, however, there would have been 
shock in advance, no warning of what was 
to come afterwards. 


Praises American Seamen. 

“TI know intimately the President of the 
Investigating board and I do not believe that 
the divers Who are at work on the wreck 
have been given an opportunity to ta‘k to 
persons outside of those in authority, Con- 
sequently all this talk we see in the news- 
papers must be unrehable, at least as far 
as concerns the discoveries of the divers. 
Until the ship is raised and its hull is care- 
fully examined I do not believe the real 
truth will be learned. Divers cannot settle 
the matter. 

“ While I am not prepared to discuss the 
prodabilities of war or peace, let me say one 
thing that may comfort those who are in- 
clined to underrate our navy, and that is 
about the efficiency of our American sea- 
men. We have always been successful on 
the water. The American gunne: is the 
best shot in the world. In all our wars the 
gunners of the American navy have been 
notoriously economical of powder and won- 
derfully sure of alm. If it ever came to a 
contest of marksmanship, ship against ship, 
I am confifient that the American seuman 
would prove his superiority.’’ 


WAR DRILL AT NAVAL RESERVE. 


Chicago Battalions Enlisting Men in 
Anticipation of Conflict—Mod- 
ern Impedimenta Expected. | 


In a quiet way the soldiers of the Illinois 
naval militia are preparing for possible war. 
In going through their regular drills they 
are confining themselves to the exercires 
that will fit them for active service. This is 
by the order of the commanding officers, who 
see the probability of hostilities and are 
anxious to make as good a showing as possi- 
ble if they are called out. Recently the 
armory at 20 Michigan avenue has been 
busier than for years. The chance of war- 
fare has made youths ambitious to join the 
organization, and a number of recruits have 
been enlisted. 

The Third Battalion enlisted nine ‘men 
within a week, and the others have taken in 
a number. The divisions have nearly 
reached their quota, the four together hav- 
ing a total of 320 out of 400 allowed. Each 
drill night the one-pounder Hotchkis: is 
hauled out and the men go through the drills 
with it to become familiar with the handling 
of guns. The cutlass drill is also made an 
important feature of each drill. Seaman- 
ship and navy signaling practice are gone 
through that the men may become proficient. 
On each Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thursday divisions drill, and for the last 
few weeks the attendance has been large 
and the men eager for the work. 

Commander E. H. Harrison is in Peoria, 
but will return in time for the monthly drill. 
In this the four divisions take pari. Lleu- 
tenant Commander Allen, executive officer, 
who was in the Brooklyn navy yard at the 
time the Maine was being built, is in com- 
mand of the organization. Lieutenant Allen 
served two years on board ship in the navy. 

While the men are doing their best with 
the equipment they have at hand they are 
expecting every day to receive new rites 
and Hotchkiss repeating guns from the gov- 
ernment. Six months ago, when they made 
A request for new equipment, it was prom- 
ised. The officers cf the battalion expect 
three new one-pounder Hotchkiss guns and 
400 Lee magazine rifles to replace the Spring- 
field rifles. 

The men are prepared to go if they are 
wanted,“ said Lieutenant Allen yesterday. 
They have been enthusiastic since the 
trouble over the Maine began. We have had 
no orders to anticipate war by drill, but sre 
drilling with special reference to the needs 
„of active service.“ 

Brigadier General Wheeler, I. N. G., 
asked last night if he had been notified Of 
the probability of war by the Washington 
authorities. He replied: 

1 have had no word whatever from the 
War department, and am merely awaiting 
any possible message that may come. The 
First Brigade is ready always to respond te 
a call.“ 

Mayor Harrison was notified yesterday 
that the city owned several cannon stored 
in Battery D armory on the lake front. 
They must be removed, but where the Mayor 
is at a loss to decide. In case of war, he 
said, he might recruit an artillery company 
of Aidermen.

The corsage and petticoat were of white 
satin, lightly draped and flounced with 
white mousseline de sole, ornamented with 
an applique of palest yellow Point d' Alen- 
con in medallion design. Pink roses were 
placed on one shoulder. At the waist there 
was a sash of mousseline de sole, the long 
ends of which were trimmed with similar 
applique of Alencon lace.

LEAVE THE VICTIM FOR DEAD. 


Footpads Slug and Rob M. J. Miller at 
Hubbard Court and Michigan 
Avenue. 


M. J. Miller of the Grand Palace Hctel was 
assaulted, robbed, and left lying unconscious 
on the sidewalk at Hubbard court and Micht- 
gan avenue at 10:30 o'clock last night. He 
was found by a citizen, who saw his assail- 
ants running away and notified Policeman 
Stokes of the Harrison Street Station. 

Mr. Miller was on his way to the Ill!nois 
Central depot and had reached Hubbard 
court when he was stopped by two men. 
It was directly under an electric lamp, and 
the revolver held by one of the footpads 
glistened in the light. 

When Mr. Miller was ordered to throw up 
his hands he thought it was a joke, as a 
number of pedestrians were in sight and 
several sleighs were passing along the 
boulevard. He hesitated; when one of the 
men struck him a stunning blow on top 
of the head with the butt of a revolver, 
crushing his hat and felling him to the side- 
walk. He attempted to make an outcry, but 
another blow rendered him unconscious. 

The thieves then searched his pockets, 
securing $4 and a gold watch. They also 
took a diamond pin from his neckscarf, after 
which they ran east across Michigan avenue 
and made their escape in the Lake-Front 
Park. 

A citizen went to Mr. Miller’s assistance. 
It was at first thought he was dead. Blood 
was streaming from a jagged wound four 
inches long across the top of his head. With 
some difficulty he was revived. He was able 
to tell who he was and was taken to the 
office of Dr. Bonner, Wabash avenue and 
Jackson boulevard, where his wound was 
dressed. He was then able to give an ex- 
cellent description of his assailants. He 
was taken to his home and will be laid up 
several days. 

Paul Gauger, a saloonkeeper, 112 Ran- 
dolph street, reported to the police last night 
that during the absence of his family yes- 
terday thieves looted his flat at 463 Cleve- 
land avenue, taking property valued at $1,500 
and consisting of diamonds, jewelry, silver- 
ware, clothing, and a collection of old coins. 

When two colored men refused to leave 
the saloon of Lognett! & Arigoni, 2450 State 
street, last night at closing time, Arigoni 
thought they intended to rob and loosened 
his bull dog.

MYSTERY OF A DYING. MAN. 


B. B. Bradner Near Death at the Palmer 
House from an Unexplained 
Wound. 


B. B. Bradner, a traveling salesman for the 
house of Ranello, Paris, France, is dying at 
the Palmer House from concussion of the 
brain, the result either of a strange wound 
received on Sunday night in a State street 
saloon or of a fall, which his physician is not 
able to determine.

PLANS OF THE NEW HAY TRUST. 


H. d. Allen Says the Chicago Market 
Will Not Be Affected—To Invade 
the East. 


H. G. Allen, one of the promoters of the 
new hay trust, returned o Chicago yester- 
day from Detrcit. He was not averse to 
discussing the plans of the new combina- 
tion, which has been formed under the name 
of the American Hay company, with a capl- 
tal stock of $1,000,000. Mr. Allen is Presi- 
* of the Allen-Lipe company, shippers 

ay. 

It is expected the organization will include 
100 of the largest shippers and buyers of hay 
in Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and Michigan. 
Forty were represented at the Detroit meet- 
ing on Thursday, and a number of others 
who were absent have signified their will- 
ingness to join the new organization, ° 

“No advance made in the price of hay 
will affect Chicago,” said Mr. Allen. “I 
do not know that any will be made for the 
present. All the hay bought by our buyers 
will be shipped directly to the Fast, where 
the best hay market is. It is only sincea 
tariff was put on Canadian hay that we have 
been able to compete with it in the Eastern 
market. The hay interest in this country’ 
is as large as the wheat and corn interests 
combined. We sent out circulars inviting 
all the interests in the four States to join us. 
We do not want to raise the price of hay to 
the consumer or lower the price paid to 
the farmer, but will try to handle the prod- 
uct at a legitimate profit. Shippers have not 

mh making money lately. The capital stock 
is placed at $1,000,000, with the understand- 
ing that it may be increased to $5,000,000. 
We hope to take Chicago capital into the 
enterprise.“ 

All hay barns, 8, wagons, horses, 
cars, and other property of the shippers will 
be sold to the combine and paid for in stock. 
The members will be permitted to subscribe 
for additional stock by paying cash. One 
of the savings which will be effected by 
the wholesale handling of hay is in shi 
ping. The shippers spend from §1 to 
each week to bring about sales of hay un- 
der the present single arrangement, but 
when the company assumes control of the 
business it is figured this expense will he 
reduced to a minimum. 

A second meeting is to be held on March 
15 at Toledo, O., to complete plans and elect 
officers. It has not been decided yet where 
the main offices of the company will be, but 
it is probable a warehouse will be estab- 
lished at Buffalo and other offices opened in 
the East. | ; 


MUST CARE FOR HIS FAMILY. 


H. R. Wallace of Working Girls’ Home 
Fame Arrested and Taken Before 
Justice Dooley. 


Justice Dooley gave H. R. Wallace, or, as 
he is sometimes known, Professor H. R. 
Wallace-Andrews, a chance to save himéelf 
from jail by providing for his family, when 
the case was brought before him yesterday, 
and continued the case until March 7, with 
the'admonition that during the intervening 
time he should mend his ways. 

Wallace is the head of the American Em- 
ployment and Mutual Benefit association 
whose methods were exposéd by Tue Tris- 
tne two months ago, For three weeks he 
has failed to provide for his wife and family, 
who are living at 502 Fulton street, while he 
resided in his working girls’ home, 562 West 
Madison street. His arrest was caused bya 
warrant sworn out by b's wife. In defense 
he presented a record of Justice Sabath's 
police court, claiming he was under bonds 
to keep away from his wife. It was shown, 
however, that he had only been placed 
under bonds to keep the peace as a penalty 
for assaulting his wife.

Judge Ewing Decides He Did Not Em- 
ploy Statutory False Pretenses 
to Get Money. 


g. Ferd Howe, a promoter of Wilmington, 
III., who was indicted some weeks ago on 
three charges of obtaining money by false 
pretenses, was tried before Judge Ewing 
yesterday afternoon and acquitted.

DECLARES HE WASSWINDLED 


An appeal to Attorney General E. C. Akin 
to test the Illinois anti-trust law by.criminal 
proceedings against the promoteré and offi- 
cers of the great glucose corporation was 
made yesterday by George F. Harding, the 
Washington street lawyer who has been 
fighting the trust since its organization was 
proposed last summer.

will go before the grand jury and present 
evidence against the following:

Letter to the Attorney General. 


Mr. Harding’s letter to Attorney General 
Akin was as follows: 

I desire to present to you the evidence taken in 
the case of George F. Harding et al. ve. the 
American Glucose company, the Glucose Sugar 
Befining company et al. at Peoria, for the purpose 
of having action taken by you in pursuance of 
your duty as Attorney General against the ju- 
dividuals engaged in violating the laws of this 
State against trusts, in Yorming the said Glucose 
Sugar Refining company, the particular seat of 
which is in Chicago, though the incorporation has 
been had under the laws of New Jersey. 

When and where can I have the pleasure of pre- 
senting the evidence? It will be more convenient 
for me to do it in Chicago, but if necessary I can 
come now to Bpringfield, or elsewhere. N 

The attorney for the Glucose Sugar Refining 
company and the principal promoter is John P. 
Wilson, who, as I understand, in connection with 
his firm of Wileon, Moore & Mellvaine, is attorney 
for you here. Mr. Levy Mayer is also interested, 
of the firm of Moran, Kraus & Mayer, and his firm 
is therefore interested. The parties interested on 
the other side are some of the leading and most 
conspicuous men in this State, and the proof which 
I have is absolutély overwhelming, and is full to 
the requirements of the law for the purpose of

Asserts He Was Swindled. 


fn purhing the case Mr. Hagding makes 
no claim to being a public benefactor. He 
believes he was swindled out of a large sum 
by the sale of the American Glucose com- 
pany to the combination by the Hamlins of 
Buffalo, and he seeks to nullify the sale to 
get his money back. For many days tho 


He 
says he has secured all the admissions, 
facts, and other testimony that can be de- 
sired by the Attorney Generel to institute 
proceedings. There are several hundred 
pages of the testimonyg and all the pro- 
moters and leaders in the promotion of

The purpose of the combination to cortrol 
roJuction and prices, he says, is not denied 
n the evidence anywhere. On the con- 
trary, Levy Mayer boldly challenged the 
law. He claimed that the closing provis- 
ion cf last session’s amendment to the law, 
which was intended to apply to combina- 
tions of laboring men for the purpose of 
maintaining es, applied to. “ glicose 
sugar.“ Mr. Mayer said that the sugar 
refining company was organized to maintain 
wages, and was cleariy exeinpt. Jolin P. 
Wilson said that Mr. Hard:ng would be 
dead before the case wes decided, and, allin 
all, the glucose people have been quite in- 
different as to the suit and the threatened 
‘prosecution. 


History of the Case. 


The cause of the present onslaught on the 
Glucose Sugar company came to the front 
last summer when Messrs. Mayer, Doane, 
and Ream were trying to get all the glu- 
cose companies of the country, séven or 
eight in number, into one corporation. The 
American Glucose company, Whose chief 
factory is at Peoria, did not for some time 
meet the overtures of the promoters with 
favor. The company was controlled by the 
Hamlins of Buffalo, N. V. Mr. Harding had 
$200,000 of the $12,000,000 capital stock. Mr. 
Doane and Mr. Ream went to Buffalo and 
labored with the Hamlins to get them to 
come in. They finally consented to sell the 
assets of the company for $1,900,000, to be 
paid in cash. 

Mr. Harding asserts that the plant was 
worth as much as the glucose works on 
the West Side, which went into the deal for 
an allotment of $10,000,000 in stock. He also 
declares that his company was sold out be- 
cause Messrs. Doane and Ream gave the 
Hamlins a large sum personally for an 
agreement not to go into glucose manu- 
facturing within 1,500 miles of Chicago 
within twenty-five years. 

Mr. Harding at once instituted suit before 
Judge Peterbaugh at Peoria and secured a 
temporary injunction against the sale of 
his company’s assets to the combination. 
This injunction was dissolved, and that 
same night the Glucose Sugar Refining com- 
pany, with a capital stack of $40,000,000, was 
organized. The immediate result was to 
advance the price of glucose from 78 dents 


to $1.80 a hundred pounds. 


Mr. Harding pressed his suit and refused 
to accept the tender of the combination’s 
money for his stock in the Peoria company. 
He secured an order to take testimony in 
Chicago and had a merry chase to get serv- 
ice upon Mr. Ream and Mr. Doane. After 
two weeks of constant endeavor service 
upon Mr. Ream was finally secured by send- 
ing a messenger boy to his house at mid- 
night with the service. The chase after Mr. 
Doane was nearly as keen. , 


Taking the Testimony. 


When they came to give their testimony, 
Mr. Harding says, their refusals to answer 
were frequent. They related the details 
leading to the making of the combination 
of the glucose companies into one vast cor- 
poration, but when it got any nearer they. 
balked. It was alleged hat there was an 
agreement that further testimony would be 
taken before a Master in Chancery at Peo- 
ria, but Mr. Wilson informed Mr. Harding 
yesterday that he would not ask for a ref- 
erence, but* would be ready for trial in April 
or May. Mr. Harding wrote his Peoria ren- 
resentative to press the motion for a refer- 
ence to a master. It was this move on the 
part of the combination that roused Mr, 
Harding to the point of applying to the 
Attorney General. 

“If the anti-trust laws mean anything.“ 
said Mr. Harding, they mean that a crimi- 
nal act was done when the glucose manu- 


Nothing could be 
plainer. That combination is a trust within 
the meaning of the law. Mayer and Wilson 
have taunted me with the claim that the 
Attorney General is the only one author- 
ized to institute criminal proceedings, I 
don’t think that is the law, but I have ap- 
pealed to him to do his duty and have sub- 
mitted all the evidence he needs to fix the 
status of the glucose combination. I wil] 
wait for him to begin proceedings, and then, 
if he does not act, I shall go before the 
grand jury myself and ask for an indict- 
ment on the showing I can make.

M. SILOTI Is THE SOLOIST. 


TONIGHT’S ORCHESTRA CONCERT TO 
BE THE LAST UNTIL APRIL 1. 


During the Period of Absence the or- 

ganization Will Be on Tour in the 
East, Opening in New York at the 
Metropolitan Opera-House on March 
i~Work of the Pianist in the Re- 
hearsal—Retuses to May an Encore—

Tonight's concert by the Chicago Orches- 
tra at the Auditorium will be the final one 
until the series is resumed on April 1. Dur- 
ing the period of absence the organisation 
will be on tour in the Bast, opening in New 
York the evening of March 1 at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera-House. 

M. Alexander Siloti, the soloist tn yester- 
day’s rehearsal, and who will be heard again 
tonight, when the program will be repeated, 
is an artist of many fine qualities. Perhaps 
he would have displayed yet more had his se- 
lectlons yesterday been other than they 

were. The Schubert-Liszt “ Wanderer 
Fantasia and Lisat’s Rhapsody No. 14 are 
not unalloyed joys. 

However, as matters stood, M. Siloti proved 
himself a pianist of eminent resource in tech- 
nic, great beauty of tone color, and earnest- 
ness in performance. He is the first concert 
pianist in a period so extended that one hes- 
itates to fix it who has not made his hand- 
kerchief as important a factor in the gen- 
eral performance as thé piano, The quiet- 
ness of M. Siloti is none the less grateful 
that it is unusual. He remémbers the work 
he is engaged in performing to the exclusion 
of everything else. And it is not the least 
trait in his playing that wins instant recog- 
nition of his hearers. é 

M. Siloti is not a pianist who will arouse a 
public to unlimited enthusiasm. He is not 
u personality, nor a magnetic player; nor 
does he come under any of these branches 
in classification. He is a planist whom 
pianists, it would seem, should especially 
enjoy. And the impression is quite clearly 
left when he is through that he is an archi- 
tect whom one would appreciate yet more 
on a second hearing, for his virtues are those 
that wear the best. The false notes thus 
scattered through the Rhapsody yesterday 
may be escaped by M. Bilotitonight, If they 
are not the consolation remains for both 
the pianist and his listeners that In this di- 
rection at least it takes a deal to damage 
a Liszt Rhapsody. 

M. Siloti was exceedingly well received. 
After his second appearance in the program 
he was recalled many times, but frm! 


ence is not likely to remain of the same 
friendly spirit toward a soloist Who refuses 
its demands to the point of obstinacy. Yes- 
terday M. Siloti gained his point and did 
not play an encore. The public evinced its 
displeastire by stormily applauding through 
the first bars of the ‘succeeding orchestral 
number.

The rehearsal ended unusually early, at ten 
minutes past 4, so no anxiety on the ground 
of an undue prolonging of the program ap- 
pears to have been necessary.

LONG RIDE FOR A NICKEL 


Company Advertises Bonds in 
the London Economist. 


DEMANDS ARE ACCEDED 10. 


A brief advertisement in the London 
Besnomist of the bonds of the Cicero and 


Proviso Eléctric railway, reprinted in Tun 


Taistwe, brought more satisfaction to the 
people of Oak Park and Austin than o the 
offerings of bonds usually. It indicated 
clearly that the demands of the peopie in 
the western suburbs have been acceded to 
and that the Lake Street Mevated road will 
be extended through Cicero, giving an easy 
down-town service at five cents a ride. This 
is what the suburbs of Oak Park and Austin 
have been struggling for. They diove what 
the transportation managers said was too 
hard a bargain. Unless they are now mis- 
taken, their terms have been accepted, and 
they will get their L. road before the end 
of the year. 

For several weeks the deadlock has existed 
between the Town of Cicero and the street 
railway companies. The latter asked the 
extension of the franchises of the Cicero and 
Proviso electric lines for fifty years under 
the Allen law. The people did not object to 
extending the franchises, but wanted com- 
pensation in the way of increased facilities. 


Want the Line Extended. 


The Lake Street L“ ends at West Fifty- 
second street, the city limits. The Cicero 
people insisted that the line should be ex- 
tended to Harlem avenue, on the other side 
of the town; that it should be elevated for 
a mile, or until it reached Austin avenue, 
and then should come to the ground on an 
incline and run to the western limits. The 
same trains should run from the western 
limits to the loop down-town, and there 
should be no additional fare charged. 

The sentiment of the Cicero board was to 
have tha company build to Harlem avenue 
on these conditions or get no extension for 


i surface lines in the town. In the ordinance, 


which passed the Towntboard, this war said 
The ex- 
tensions did not become operative untli the 
„.“ line was built and cars were running 
over it. Then there were provisions «bout 
the trains keeping in the service. All that 
the English language can do in binding the 
companies to the fulfillment of the agree- 
ment was in the ordinance. 

Having done this, the Town of Cicero 
waited for some sign from the companies. 
They waited week after week, andistill they 
saw no sign. Then it came from London, 
through the advertisement of the Cicero and 
Proviso, offering $1,700,000 of its bonds at 
5 per cent interest, and it was given as the 
chief inducement to buy that the franchises 
were to run until 1948. It is considered as 
settled that its terms have been a epted. 


Boon to Western Suburbs

west of the city. Their growth for many 
years has been retarded by the high fares

General Sporting Notes. 
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KIPLEY Bi ‘BOASTS OF HIS FORCE. 


Says Papers Print Less Crime News 
than for Twenty Years—An In- 
teresting Coincidence. 


Chief of Police Kipley issued an official 
communication yesterday in which he con- 
gratulated his subordinates on their work 
during the last sixty days. In his communi- 
cation the Chief says: 

One thing that has called my attep en 
to the vigilance of the police and the ab- 
sence of crime from Chicago is the falling off 
in newspaper accounts of robberies and 
burglaries. It is well known that the press 
of Chicago is not sparing in criticism of the 
Police department, and when the public 1s 
not treated to accounts of the doings of 
criminals or the misdoings or inefficiency of 
some officer, it is certain the police are doing 
good work. The records of the Police depart- 
ment for the last sixty days show less crime 
than for any other like period of time 4 
the winter season for twenty years.“ 

An interesting coincidence with the “ lack 
of crime "’ on which Chief Kipley comments 
lies in the fact that Acting Captain Col 
leran’s order denying newspaper reporters 
access to records and news of arrests at the 
Central Station was issued a little less than 
sixty days ago. The Captain has adopted a 
plan by which he doles reporters such news 
of crime as he thinks may refiect credit on 
the department. Under this system the po- 
lice news is, of course, of a mild sort.

Federal Court Says Ohio People with 


Winter Homes in Florida May 
Not Be Taxed. 
Toledo, O., Feb. 25.—[Special.]—Judge 


Hammond of the United States Court thus 
speaks of the decision he has just rendered 
in the case of the Treasurer of Huron 
County against Mrs. Benham: 

Mrs Benham lived in Norwalk, O., and 
in 1882 went to Florida for her health. She 
returned in 1883, and bought eighty acres 
of land, with a furnished house, and said 
that was to be her home. She lives there 
in winter, but in the summer returns to 
Norwalk. The Huron County officials 
claimed her home was still in Ohio, and that 
her going to Florida was a pretense to evade 
taxes. y assessed

$4,350 for five years. 

The question is whether she is a resi- 
dent of Ohio or Florida. I hold that, being 
a citizen of Florida, she is not liable for 
these taxes in Ohio. She proved that she 
was assessed in Florida as a resident.

GOOD AS FAR AS IT GOES. 


Wilson Talks of Property That 
Escapes Taxation. 


{LESS THAN 18 SUPPOSED. 


‘Healy Sees Defects, but He Welcomes 


the Statute. 


VIEWS GIVEN BY OTHER EXPERTS. 


City and county officials, business-men, 
and members of the committees that were 
instrumental in having passed the revenue 
Dill, while agreeing that in its passage a step 
has been taken in the right direction, hold 
widely varying opinions as to the extent of 
the change that will be wrought by the meas- 
ure. They are also of many minds as to how 
the new law will work when put in practical 


ration.

appointment in the results of the law. 


Opinion of John P. Wilson. 
Attorney John P. Wilson, who was inter- 


ested in the framing and passing of the 


bill, is of the latter opinion. He said: 

“There is great misapprehension in re- 
gard to the amount of personal property 
escaping taxation under our present sys- 
tem. A great part of the personal property 
owned by individuals and not appearing on 
the tax lists consists of stocks in corpora- 
tions. In all these cases taxes on the prop- 
erty represented by these stocks are paid 
by the corporations, and persons holding 
Shares of stock are not required to pay taxes 
on them, and should not be. The only kind 
of personal property large in amount not 
listed for taxation is credits. In so far as 
these are represented by bonds and money 
loaned, the owners have to compete in the 
market with the money of persons who do 
not pay taxes on the same, and they will 
either conceal or gell them. 

“ The suggestion that owners of bonds and 
mortgages will be induced voluntarily to list 
‘them, because, under the law, they can be 
taxed no more than 1 per cent, will fail for 
two reasons: First, a feeling that the tax 
on credits is unjnst, and the rate of return 
upon the same is based on competition with 
money not taxed; second, because the owner 
will have no guarantee that his property will 
be taxed any less than if listed under the 
present law, the difficulty lying in the fact 
that the valuation at which it is listed is 
subject to be raised, without limitation or 
restraint, by the Board of Review provided 
for in the county by the new law, and again 
by the State Board of Equalization. Incase 
there is prospect of lack of sufficient revenue 
the pressure on the Board of Review to 
raise the assessment would be great. 

„go much has been said by representative 
men of Chicago, and I believe falsely said, 
about the great amount of property that 
escapes taxation in Chicago that the State 
at large has come to look upon Chicago men 
as tax-dodgers, and the State Board of 
Equalization will probably increase any 
assessment made tm Cook County, even 
though it may already have been raised by 
the Board of Review. Thus a man will find 
_his property assessed at double the amount 
fixed by law. Unless immediate and vigor- 
ous steps are taken by business-men to see 
that competent men are elected on the Board 
of Review it is doubtful whether the con- 
ditions in Chicago will be materially better 
under the new than under the existing law.“ 


President Healy’s Prattical View. 


A difficulty that is pointed out by Presi- 
dent Healy of the County board is in the 
Practical working of the law. He says that 


with the law taking effect on July 1 the levy. 


for 1898 will be made under its terms and still 
based on an assessment made prior to the 
operation of that law. In this event the 
revenues for city and county, instead of 
being 10 per cent of a 10 per cent valuation, 
or 1 per cent of full valuation. will be 5 per 
cent of the same 10 per cent valuation. in- 
stead of 6 per cent of a 20 per cent valuation, 
as the new law finally provides. This, he 
says, would necessitate the issuance of scrip 
or other means of carrying the local adminis- 
tration through the year. Further than 
this he says of the law in general: 
“Taken as a whole, however, our new 
revenue laws are welcome. The measure is 
open for decided improvement, but it is a 
gigantic step in the right direction and de- 
serves the indorsement of the taxpayers 
and citizens geherally. I should have pre- 
ferred the whole county coming in under the 
provisions of the same terms, but having 
onc2 made a start it will be an easy matter 
for the next Legislature to advance still 
further and to make whatever improve- 
ments shall be decided as necessary after a 
first trial of the new law.”’ 


_. Farwell Pleased with It. 

J. V. Farwell Jr. was in favor of an ap- 

intive Board of Review, but believes the 

Was passed, under the new primary law 
and with the vigilance of citizens, will re- 
sult in great good through doing away with 
the Town Assessors. He believes the pro- 
visions of the new law, particularly those 
providing for the publication of the assess- 
ment rolls and the double-column plan, will 
result in bringing out a great amount of 
property that has escaped taxation or been 
taxed too law. 

“I believe,”” said he, that the law, asa 
whole, is good, and that the Republican 
party should be congratulated on having 
passed it.“ 

President Knott of the Chicago Real 
Estate board estimates that revenue from 
personal property assessments will be in- 
creased 50 per cent by the new law.

SIGNS THE NEW REVENUE BILL.

IF WARSHOULD COME 


What the Course and Outcome 
of Conflict Would Be. 


NO FIGHTING ON LAND. 


Blockade Would Bring Spaniards 
to Hunger in a Week. 


LARGE ARMY IS NOT NEEDED 


In case of a war between the United States 
and Spain the island of Cuba would be freed 
from Spanish rule much more easily than is 
generally imagined. This country would 
not need to send a large army to the island 
to fight the Spaniards in the field. Neither 
would it need to bombard Havana nor at- 
tack it in any other way. Perhaps the war 
would end, as far as Cuba is concerned, 
without the Americans firing a single shot 
either by land or sea. Though these state- 
ments may at first appear astonishing, they 


| for Spain. With a regular and ample 


of war materials they Can free their island 
without any other help from abroad. 


In a war between Spain and the United 


States it is beyond doubt that the whole 
Cuban army would be on the American side. 
There is no doubt, either, that we would give 
them all the rifles, cartridges, and cannon 
they need. They would then take care of 
the land operations. We would only need 
to blockade the Spaniards by sea and let 
them starve. 

Of course, the Spaniards would make an 
attempt with their navy to break that 
blockade. The contest would then be only 
a naval one. But with their capital only 
eighty miles from Key West, and sixty from 
Dry Tortugas, which would probably be 
the center of our naval operations, is it 
reasonable to suppose that the Spaniards 
could relieve Havana either by stealth or 
by force? In a few days the proud Spanish 
stronghold, with its Cabana Fortress and 
its Morro Castle, with its mined bay, and its 
famous torpedoes, would be at our mercy, 
and not very much blood would be shed.—

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HART CASE FOR GRAND JURY. 


Detectives Busy Gathering Evidence— 
or Schaack Examines Sev- 
eral Witnesses and a Chemist. 


A number of detectives were busy yester- 
day trying to clear away the mystery sur- 
rounding the death of Expressman Hart. 
Inspector Shaack examined several wit- 
nesses in his private office. The first wit- 
ness was supposed to be Mrs. Hoken Morton- 
son, 227 Orleans street. Later Mrs. Ger- 
lock, who was with Hart when he died, was 
called. It was to her that Hart is said to 
have accused Layden of having poisoned 
him. In the afternoon the statements of 
Mrs. Gerlock and Otto W. Tanke, a chem- 
ist, were taken in writing. These will not 
be given out until the Coroner’s inquest on 
Tuesday. 

The washstand which was in the room in 
which Hart died was brought fo the sta- 
tion by Detective Qualy. The top of the 
stand was whitened by a substance that 
seemed to have eaten into the varnish.

If the im- 
ports are stopped the entire supply of food 
in Havana will be exhausted by the 200,000 
inhabitants of the city in less than a week. 
Suppose now that war is declared one of 
these days. The United States in that case 
has only to blockade the seaports of Cuba 
to starve out the whole Spanish army, and 
that without landing a single man on the 
island. The Spaniards will simply be com-

It is in the midst of Blanco’s campaign 
that her third anniversary now dawns upon 
Cuba, with prospects brighter than ever.

And we do not now refer to the 
recent calamity in Havana harbor, whose 
grave results cannot yet be forecast, but to 
thoss events which are steadily and swiftly

| Visits the Battleship Maine. 

I visited the Maine about 10 o'clock on 
the morning of the explosion.

and, although sentries were posted, there 


seemed to be no extra precautions.

When we approached Cuba Nwent up on 
the bridge with the Captain, and through 
his glass I could see immense fires where 
troops were burning property in many parts 
of the island. I was told in Havana that 
Spain could end the war in six months, but 
that the officers of its army did not want 
to do it. They are living in splendid style 
at the hotels with their families, The cafés 
are crowded, and there are the bull fights,

Anthony Hope’s Latest. 


Simon Dale. By Anthony Hope. IIlus- 
trated. Frederick A. Stokes company. 


It cannot be said that Anthony Hope ö 


wkins has improved his reputation n by 
— essa ying straight historical romance, as he 
does in “Simon Dale.” He has not succeed- 
ed in making the England of Charles II. as 
interesting as he made the fabled Ruritania 
or the apocryphal island of Neopalia. Be- 
sides, this is a novel of intrigue rather than 
of adventure, and its interest, though strong, 
is far less exciting or sustained than that of 
Zenda or Phroso.” 

One is inclined to quarrel with the author's 
materials rather than with his workman- 
ship. It is a closely woven tale, full of 
the marks of Mr. Hawkins’ skill, but its 
materials are all drawn from the social 
reek of the courts of Charles and Louis, and 
though the author has handled them with 
one cannot help wishing 
for a purer air. The whole motive of the 
tale is found in Simon Dale’s struggles to 

save Barbara Quinton from becoming the 
mistress either of an English Prince or of 
the French King. The topic naturally is

Heroes the Salt Seas: A Romance of the 
War of Succession. By John Bloundelle- 
Burton. Herbert 8. Stone & Co. 

Mr. Ploundelle-Burton'e new romance 
would be a first-rate story if it had not been 
made to suffer from an overdose of words. 
Condensed into half of the 450 es it now 
fills it would be worthy of much praise. 
it now stands it carries a constant antidote 
against any undue amount of enthusiasm. 

The author follows the usual romantic 
methods in concocting this story of the war 
of the Spanish succession—or of Queen 
Anne’s war, as it was called in the Amer- 
ican coloriies. He chooses a doughty and

garulous hero from among Mariborough’s 


ranks, sends him to intereept a ficet of rich 
Spanish galleons, and, when these have 
beeh captured, he completes the necessary 
quantum of bloody adventures by sending 
the aforesaid hero back to Flanders via the 
most hostile districts of Spain. 

In the course of his wanderings this heroic 
Mr. Crespin manages to get himself into 
sundry more or less interesting scrapes, 
after which he further proceeds to get him- 
self out again. Having gone to this trouble 
for the benefit of the selfish reader of the 
present age, who prefers to take his fight- 
ing and sword wounds by proxy, it iz but

So, too, 
is a mysterious and haughty M. de Perren- 
court, who has come across from France to 
meet Charles and his court at Dover on pre- 
tense of asecret treaty.

This boon 
Mr. Bloundelle-Burton wisei~ and skill- 
fully secures for his hero, to the general 
satisfaction of all concerned, the reader 
included. 

It is a plain tale, without plot or counter- 
plot, and without any attempt at dramatic 
eff scts. The narrative has only one thread, 
and the characters are only three or four. 
The rest are dummies that rise up along 
the hero’s pathway, not because they wish 
to .but because they are compelled to, in 
order that the said hero may be accom- 
modated with the necessary heads to hit 
with his gleaming sword. 

The first half of the st deals with 
Crespin’s race by sea to reach the English 
fleet and inform its commander of the 
whereabouts of the treagure ships ot the 
enemy. In the course of events there ap- 
pears a very villainous villain, who evidently 
has his eyes on the galleons himse:t. When 
the galleons hive deen attacked and 
| captured there appears from one of them 
a nandsome youth who has been a pas- 
senger, and who finally prevails on Crespin 
to take him as a companion upon his dan- 
gerous homeward journey through Spain. 
Before the two have gone far they are be- 
trayed by the -villain aforesaid, and after 
much bloody fighting are tried as spies and 
sencenced to be burned. 

In this trial some startling revelations are 
made as to the identity of three of the per- 
sons concerned. It would spoil the story to 
tell it here, but it may be admitted without 
betraying any confidence that the villain of 
the story proves to be a double distilled 
pirate. As for the handsome and devoted 
youth, Crespin’s brave but rather emo- 
tional companion, wilc horses could not 
drag from us his identity, for the skill with 
which the author keeps this secret until just 
the right moment is deserving of the high- 
est consideration. 

M.. Bloundelie-Burton has arranged the 
prisoners’ escape with sufficient complica- 
tions and contingencies to make the episode 
thoroughly exciting. The love strand creeps 
into the story prettily, and runs to the end 
satisfactorily. Though the author has done 
his work hastily, without any attempt at 
character drawing, or even at compact nar- 
rative, he nevertheless shows the ready 
skill of a natural romancer.

Cleo, the Magnificent; or, The Muse of 
the Real.

Louis Zangwill, alias Z. Z., a brother of the- 
more noted I. Zangwill, has written some 
fairly good novels in a style all his own. 
His latest, Cleo, the Magnificent,“ though 
in the main à psychological novel, is a work 
of no small merit in its way. It is a study of 
the process by which a misty-minded poetic 
dreamer is forced out into the light of the 
actual and is made to take up a useful part 
in the world’s activities. Thé road that 
takes him to this desirable end is a hard 
one, and it leads through a sternly disil- 
lusioning marriage and an attempt at sui- 
cide, but it finally lands him on solid ground 
and rewards him with the love of an admir- 
able and sensible woman. 

Morgan Druce is the name of this poetic 
youth, and he is the son of a wealthy London 
banker For years he has been writing 
dreamy and meaningless verse that nobody 
will print. He makes his advent into the 
story by means of an imploring letter that 
he writes to a popular novelist named In- 
gram, couched in the agonized language of 
a starving aspirant to literary fame. In- 
gram interests himself in him out of curios- 
ity, and the two are close friends for a few 
years, until Druce has “ another soul crisis 
on,“ and discovers that Ingram has given 
his letter to some scented woman to read 
and laugh over. From that time Druce 
steps down from his Greek pedestal, burns 
all his poems, and goes in search of this 
serpent woman.“ 

It does not take long for him to find her. 
She calls herself Cleo, and poses all day upon 
an Oriental couch, attitudinizing and de- 
claring that she embodies the spirit of an- 
cient Egypt. Her mission, she informs the 
young poet, is to startle the world by a 
meteoric appearance upon the stage. She 
has been waiting all these years for him to 
come to her and to write the drama in which 
she shall make her début. She proposes 
that they shall waste no more time, but 
shall be married and begin their great career 
at once, 

Dreaming still, Druce marries the magnifi- 
cent Cleo and borrows a sum of money from 
a woman friend and admirer to invest in the 
enterprise. till dreaming, he goes through 
the harrowing scenes in which his magnif- 
icent wife displays her boasted talents to 
the public and makes a ridichlous and dis- 
graceful failure. Even when they are forced 
to retire to the home of Cleo’s artisan par- 
ents, and when he discovers that she bears 
the presaic name of Kettering, he still con- 
tinues to dream. But when Cleo leaves him 
in her father’s tawdry plebeian home to xo 
and join Ingram again, then he awakes 
—4 1 and sees how he has bound 

se some v real disagree- 
able ties. 

The scene in which Druce determines to 
end his misery by swimming out into the 
ocean and drowning himself, and in which 
new light breaks upon him in time to swim 
back is an effective piece of ychological 
analysis. He determines to <b te work with 
his own hands and earn the money to pay 
the debts Cleo had contracted in her great 
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nasco.

election to the Presidency. 


Tue discredited. De Lome is another au- 
thority who-has positively determined that 
the disaster to the Maine was an accident. 
And yet the court of inquiry will probably go 
on with its investigation all the same. 


REAR ADMIRAL ERBEN is credited with the 
opinion that the actual cause of the disaster 


to the Maine cannot be fully understood until 


the wreck has been ralsed. That being the 
case, the sooner the work is completed the 
better; and the Spanish authorities, if inno- 
cent, will do all they can to expedite that 
result. 


Tun Weylerites in Cuba and their apolo- 
gists and friends in this country ap- 
pear to be getting a great deal of amuse- 
ment out of the disaster of the Maine at 
Havana. In.the meantime the burials of 
the victims of the explosion go on, and evi- 
dence continues to accumulate that the hor- 
rible catastrophe was the result of treach- 
ery. 


Tne Spanish cruiser Vizcaya was an- 
nounced to leave New York harbor yester- 
Gay for Havana. The American monitor 
Terror was announced to leave Hampton 
Roads whenever the Vizcaya appears mak- 
ing its way south, and will keep between 
that cruiser and the coast merely tosee that 
it does no mischief on its voyage. The 
Vizcaya is reported to be the strongest ves- 
sel in the Spanish fleet. The Terror is one 
of the strongest, if not the strongest, in the 


American. It is not likely the Vizcaya will 


* 


meddle with anything American while the

WAR EXISTS. 
The time is past for conjectures as to 
whether there is to be war with Spain. 
There is war now. It will not commence 
when Congress declares war. It began 
when Spain blew up the Maine in the har- 
bor of Havana. Any declaration of war 
that Congress may make will be merely 
an announcement that this country is ready 
to administer to the countrymen of Alva 
condign punishment for an act of perfidy 
more atrocious that any he ever committed. 
It has been determined beyond a shadow 
of doubt that the act of Spaniards de- 
stroyed the Maine and murdered its crew. 
Everything indicated that from the begin- 
ning, but Americans could hardly brin 
themselves to credit it. They knew the 
treachery which Spaniards are capable of, 
but their vessel had been allowed to enter 
the port of Havana without protest. Its 
officers had been courteously received by 
the civil and military authorities. There 
were visits and dinners—every outward 
and visible sign of good will. > 
Then came the destruction of the vessel 
which had been assigned an anchorage 
over a submarine mine for that purpose. 
It is impossible for men of the Teutonic 
race to perpetrate a deed like that. They 
hit hard, but they hit fair. . 
Therefore, While Americans know that 
Spaniards have no sense of: fair play or 
honor and no scruples which restrain them 
from stabbing in the back the person in 
whose face they are smiling, it was impos- 
sible for them to take it for granted, with- 
out proof, physical as well as moral, that 
the Maine had been destroyed treacherous- 
ly. They did not blaze up as Frenchmen 
would have done. They decided to wait 
till the record had been written up and 
the world could inspect it. 
That record has been written up. It shows 
the guilt of Spain. There is no more room 
for “ifs.” It has perpetrated a crime 
which is in itself a declaration of war, and 
that declaration made nearly two weeks 
ago must be responded to by the United 
States as soon as it has made all needful 
preparations. 
Spain has declared war and it must not 
be allowed to escape the consequences. It 
may conclude now that its act was im- 
politic ” and it may be anxious to apologize 
and pay an indemnity for the vessel and 
the men who have been murdered. 
If this country were to consent to such 
a settlement it would become the mockery 
and the byword of all the civilized nations. 
They would sneer at the Yankees, who 
were willing to cundone any insult and out- 
rage for dollars. The people of the United 
States would become loathsome in their 
own eyes if their government were to ac- 
cept money as compensation for fhe lives 
that have been taken and call everything 
square. 

There is but one thing to be done. That 
is to pick up the glove Spain has thrown 
down and deal with it so sharply as to make 
it understand that treachery does not pay, 
at least in dealing with the English-speak- 
ing race. 

When the President is ready he must let 
Congress know. Then it will slip the 
American dogs of war, It will not take the 
Spaniards long to learn how Americans 
can punish a crime which none but Span- 


| jards or Asiatics could have perpetrated, 


The Spanish fleets must be swept from 
the seas. Spain must be driven out of the 
West Indies and be compelled to abandon 
all its claimg to Cuba and Puerto Rico.

dangerous character. Yet the records of 
marine disasters may be searched in vain 
for any comparing in manner and magni- 
tude with that resulting in the destruction 
of. the Maine—certainly none embrac- 
ing so many mysterious and _  inex- 
plicable features within a harbor where all 
the conditions ought to be capable of ex- 
planation—but are not. 

Even Spain has lost two cruisers during 
the present Cuban war, both occurring in 
Cuban waters; but there has never been 
any doubt that they were accidents re 
sulting from bad seamanship or some 
similar cause—one running aground upon 
the Cuban coast, while the other was sunk 
by collision with an incoming schooner in 
Havana harbor. The total loss of life in 
both these cases was scarcely more than 
one-tenth of that upon the Maine. Farlier 
in the same year the Reina Regente—the 
largest vessel in the Spanish navy—was 
lost somewhere off the south coast of Spain 
with all on board, numbering 420 souls. 
There has never been any doubt as to

Neither has there been any loss of a 
merchant vessel—at least within recent 
times, and in spite of their greater danger 
from the inferior quality of fuel employed 
and inferior construction—to parallel that 
in Havana harbor. In every respect except 
in the amount of explosives on board such 
vessels are more exposed to accidents than 
our naval vessels, while from the very 
nature of things the magadines upon the lat- 
ter are most carefullg guarded. 

The exposed condition of the Maine in 
the harbor of another pation is an ele- 
ment which cannot be lost sight of, especial- 
ly in view of the hostility manifested by 
a portion of the citizens toward the United 
States. Its commander and crew, as well 
as the government and people of the United 
States, trusting to the professed friend- 
ship of the Spaniards, entertained no sus- 
picion of intended treachery which would 
in time of peace send three hundred human 
beings to their death without warning. 
And yet it would probably be impossible 
to find an example surrounded by so many 
inexplicable circumstances—such a total 
absence of testimony going to confirm the 
assumption of accident in face of such an 
array of incentives to treachery among a 
people many of whom appear to regard 
„ act as the highest patriotism. 

ese conditions, While increasing the 
doubt and confounding all theories, give to 
the finding of the court of inquiry an im- 
portance both for the United States and 
the Spanish government and people which 
probably never centered about a case of 
like character. While the verdict is await- 
ed with an eager desire that justice may 
be done, it is impossible to deny that the 
revelations of each day have tended more 
and more strongly to overthrow the accident 
theory and fix upon somebody the responsi- 
bility for a stupendous crime.

An illogical,+inconsistent, and unpatriot- 
ie Catholic priest, the Rev. F. Weber of St. 
Peter’s Church, Rondout, N. Y. after 
preaching a funeral sermon the other day 
tor a member of St. Peter's Commandery, 
Knights of St. John, made an extraordinary 
address.

From one point of view it was a fitting re- 
ply to this ignorant and disloyal priesi 
that the most of his auditors got up and 
went out in anger while he was speak- 
ing, and that the members of the com- 
mandery to a man declare that in the event 
of war they will be found fighting under 
the Stars and Stripes. From another point 
of view this harangue was thoroughly in- 
consistent. This priest thinks that war 
is a dreadful thing and that when a 
Protestant nation becomes engaged with 
a Catholic nation then eitizens of the 
Protestant nation who happen to be 
Catholics must side with the people of their 
faith.

have had the opportunity. He does not 
seem to have been aware that so far as 
bloodshed and killing are concerned a war 
between a Catholic and a Protestant nation 
is no worse than a war between two 
Catholic nations, unless he is of opinion 
that it is only Catholics who have the right 
to kill Catholics. 

It would be a most colossal blunder if 
the Catholic Church in this country should 
take the position that the Catholics are 
opposed to any war with Spain upon the 
ground that Spain is a Catholic country. 
It would be a still more colossal blunder 
if it should declare that in case of war with 
Spain American Catholics must fight for 
Spain if they fight at all. It would prove 
so great a blunder as to render it incon- 
ceivable that it could be made. American 
Catholics are not made that way. . If Spain 
has been guilty of the malignant treachery

BETTER BEAT ALLEN NOW. 

The Republican legislative primaries are 
to be held in Vermilion County today. Rep- 
resentative Allen is a candidate for renom- 
ination, and if he carries the primaries will 
be one of the Republican candidates for 
in the Vermilion-Edgar 


district. 

The Republicans of Allen’s county should 
defeat him at the primaries today. That 
will be much better than for him to be nom- 
inated and then beaten at the polls, thus 
giving the Democrats two members in a dis- 
trict where they are only entitled to one. 
The loss of a single member may cost the 
Republicans the control of the House. 
Therefore the Vermilion County Republic- 
ans cannot afford-to put up a man who will 
be slaughtered at the polls, 

The reasons why he will be scratched 
if nominated are obvious enough. He was 
the sponsor for an offensive law which is 
held in even less esteem now than it was 
when, thanks to Mr. Allen’s untiring efforts 
and unexplained zeal, it got through the 
Legislature. 

That law, enabling the franchises of ex- 
isting traction companies be extended 
for half a century and new ffanchises to be 
granted for the same length of time, was, in 
Mr. Allen's opinion, the measure of the ses- 
sion. In his eyes it was of paramount im- 
portance. It outranked revenue legislation, 
primary elections legislation, and even ap- 
portionment legislation. He did not care 
if all those subjects were unacted on so the 
traction companies got the legislation they 
desired. 

But Mr. Allen has not explained to the 
satisfaction of his constituents or of IIli- 
noisans generally—he has not even attempt- 
ed to explain—why he made the Allen law 
his specialty. That measure affects Chi- 
cago more than it does any other city in 
Illinois. But no demand for its passage 
came from Chicago. It affects Mr. Allen’s 
constituents, but they did not call on him 
to get such a measure through, There was 
no demand for it from any part of the State. 

Therefore Iinoisans—residents of Ver- 
milion and Edgar Counties included—can- 
not understand Mr. Allen’s conduct. They 
cannot comprehend this single-minded de- 
votion to the interests of traction compa- 
nies and why he should be so bent on doing 
tor them something which Illinolsans did 
not want done. 

If Mr, Allen should be revlected there is 
no telling what his next legislative exploit 
might be. He might try to do something 
more for the traction companies or might 
bank loose in some new quarter. So if 


Allen were to be renominated many Repub- 
liean voters, unable to approve or under- 
stand his course last year and fearful that 
his future conduct might be equally unsatis- 
factory, would scratch his name off their 
tickets, ‘Those who did vote for him would 
feel that party fealty demanded a good deal 
of them. * 

Consequently if the Vermilion County 
Republicans want two representatives of 
their own party instead of only one they 
will defeat the author of the Allen bill at 
today's primaries, and thus set the tune for 
Republicans in other districts whose rep 
resentatives voted for the fifty-year exten- 
sion law. 


SOME OF ZOLA’S AMERICAN CRITICS. 

A small and uninfluential contingent of 
the American press, in its comments upon 
the Zola trial, gives evidence of its ignor- 
ance or its willingness to be deceived by 
intimating that he made the charges on 
account of which he was tried for libel 
without any evidence to support them, and 
that, although he was permitted the wid- 
est latitude in the introduction of irrelevant 
testimony and private opinions, he was 
condemned as he ought to have been. Such 
accusers of the celebrated novelist ap- 
parently ignore Zola’s accusations, as well 
as the manner in which he was system- 
atically hampered by the court in the pres- 
entation of testimony to maintain them. 
Among his most important accusations were 
the following: 

I accuse General Billot of having suppressed the 
proofs of the innocence of Dreyfus which he had 
in possession, and that he, for political reasons 
and to save the exposed general staff of the army, 
has been guilty of treason against humanity and 


justice. I accuse General Boisdeffre and General 
Gonse of having been accessories to this crime, 


I finally accuse the first court-martial [that 


which tried Dreyfus! of having prevented justice 
by sentencing an accused man upon the ground of 
a document kept secret, and I accuse the second 
court-martial {that which tried Esterhazy] of 
having reached their fllegal verdict by order, and 
of committing in their turn a judicial crime only to 


the end knowingly to acquit one who was guilty. 


The Judges have rendered an unjust sentence, 
which will forever weigh heavily against our 
courts-martial, and which will henceforth taint 
with suspicion all their verdicts. The first court- 
martial was perhaps ignorant; the second is neces- 
sarily criminal. 


As a result of these he charged general 
miscarriage of justice and that the head 
of the army, “ perhaps from mental weak- 
ness,” had been “ accessory to one of the 
great injustices of thecentury.” 

When it came to trial the government re- 
fused to enter into any investigation or 
permit the admission of any testimony bear- 
ing upon the Dreyfus case whatever, though 
the court finally permitted the violation 
of its own rule. From the first every ef- 
fort was made by the court and the wit- 
nesses, unfriendly to Zola, to embarrass 
him in securing testimony and in heaping 
insults upon him. Witnesses connected 
with the government and the army, who 
had been connected with the courts- 
martial whose acts Zola had censured, 
either refused to appear or, when before 
the court, refused to answer the questions 


put to them, while others were permitted 


to assail the defendant in long and vitupera- 
tive harangues intended to influence the 


Jury and the mob. Hampered and restrict- 


ed as he was at every turn, with the army, 
the government, and the witnesses united 
to prevent the actual facts from being 
brought out, it is a mild criticism to say 
that the whole affair was a “travesty of 
justice.”

Prof. Ladd’s Psychology. 
Outlines of Descriptive Psychology. By 
Professor George Trumbull Ladd. 
Charles Scribner’s Sons. 

If there are any finished sciences the 
science of the human mind is not one of 
them. It is curious to note the differences 
between the text books, on psychology of a 
few years ago and those now coming into 
use. The mind is not now considered so in- 
dependent and so nearly a simple entity as 
formerly. The mystery of the relations be- 
tween mind and matter nobody has cleared 
up. The wisest students and teachers grow 
cautious in their affirmations. While some 
make too much of physiology in the study 
of psychology, others make too little. 

Professor Ladd has long been prominent 
as a student of “ physiological psychology.” 
While the modern theory of the brain and 
its functions has much to tell as to the con- 
ditions of mental development, and the 
“stream of consciousness” within the 
mind, all this gives no hint as to what mind 
the conscious self really is; and Professor 
— does not try to press the conditions too 
ar. 

In the substance of the brain are count- 
less milfions of elements, nerve-cells and 
nerve-fibers. This molecular mechanism of 
such amazing complexity and activity no 
doubt conditions and affects, by mysterious 
action and reaction, both the conscious and 
the subconscious states and activities of the 
mind itself. Hence the fascination which 
the study of this subject must have under a

Lupe came from the cold mountain country near the 
Tarascans. For love of Hervey only has she sweltered all these years in Chiapas, which 
she hates. She has borne it uncomplainingly, Indian fashion. But to console herself 
she has imbibed not wisely, but too well, the stuff that has been the ruin of many for- 
eigners and natives in the hot country, where one can’t drink. A year after their mar- 
nage she and Hervey both took to tequila. Tequila is bad enough, but Lupe found after- 
ward that it wasn't strong enough for her, so for a great many years she has been drink- 
ing mescal. Neither she nor Hervey can take up a glass of water or a cup of coffee with- 
out spilling it; even their voices are shaky. 3 

Not that one ever sees either of them drunk. Four days out of every week Lupe 
indulges in a bombo horroroso (which is slang for a spree ), and, though Hervey locks 
her in her own room with plenty of mescal, you can’t help but hear her if you are with- 
in a mile of the house. A drunken woman of any race isn’t agreeable to see or hear’, but 
of all others commend me to an Indian lady when she turns herself loose. Lupe swears 
in a manner shocking to hear, and Indian oaths beat English. . 

Hlervey never once apologized for her or himself—never alluded to it, in fact, save once. 

when Lupe attacked him with a sort of machete. She had blood in her eye, and in her 
drunken fury was more than a match for Hervey, who has no strength to Speak of, and 
if I hadn’t been there to help him he would have been a dead man. As it was, we got her, 
tied, into her room. After which Hervey, who looked very sick, shook my hand and said: 
“Thank you, old fellow.” That was all. Never once have I known him to reprove her; 
wretched, drunken creature that she is, she receives all the courtesy that the Southern 
gentleman gives toa lady. Even when we dragged her, howling and cursing, to her room, 
Hervey, happening to n her accidentally against a chair, begged her pardon and 
seemed quite remorseful.

EDMUNDS ON THE LAW. 


FORMER SENATOR ARGUES FOR THE 
JOINT TRAFFIO, 


Makes an Exhaustive Statement of the 
_ Corporation View of the Agreement 
 -—Mr. Phelps Follows on a Number 
of Points While Attorney Richards 
Closes for the Government—Justice 
Brewer Asks a Number of Ques- 
tions. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—The argument 
of the Joint Traffic association case was 
concluded in the United States Supreme 
Court today and the case was taken under 
advisement. Ex-Senator Edmunds was the 
firs: speaker. He appeared on behalf of the 
railroads, introducing his remarks by an an- 
alysis of the association’s agreement. He 
said that previous to entering into this com- 
pact the roads which became parties to it 
had filed their schedules of rates with the 
Interstate Commerce commission, and said 
that the rates and fares then specified had 
been accepted as just and reasonable. The 
object of the agreement was, he contended, 
only to secure justice and fair play among 
the roads and to the public at large, all being 
interested in securing uniform and stable 
rates. The interstate commerce law re- 
quired that the rates should be just and 
reasonable; that patrons should be put on 
terms of equality; that localities should not 
be discriminated against; that there should 
be equality of treatment of one another. 
All these requirements were met by the 
join: traffic contracts. 

Mr. Edmunds dwelt upon the importance 
of proper codperation between connecting 
lines, and said that the agreement complied 
fully with the legal requirements concerning 
them. It was to be Inferred that the framers 
of the interstate commerce act could not 
be supposed to have intended to exclude 
compacts between railroads which were 
promotive of the purposes of the law itself. 
The anti-trust law was made the subject of 
a critical examination, and the suggest'on 
was made that the court with great propri- 
ety could review its decision in the trans- 
missouri! case, holding that this law was 
applicable to railroads. 


Decision Is Indefinite. 


He criticised that decision as somewhat 
indefinite in its requirements, holding that 
the only “ restraint referred to in it was 
that of a general character, and that it was 
not to be interpreted as referring to re- 
straints which were not Injurious to trade. 
Speaking of the agreement itself, Mr. Ed- 
munds said its cornerstone was the rate 
fixed. If this was wrong the whole structure 
must fall, but he asse that it was just 
and reasonable and in Gonformity with the 
law. He held that the contract did not re- 
quire a deflection of trade, but undertook to 
give the various roads only their equitable 
proportion of traffic. The intent was to pro- 
tect local interests, and, this being true, in- 
stead of restraining trade it was ted 
to promote it. 

Mr. Edmunds contended that the super- 
vision of the Board of Managers was whole- 
some. Here Justice Brewer asked Mr. Ed- 
munds if a road which refused to accept 
a rate made by the managers could continue 
to be a member of the association, while 
ignoring the rate. 

“Certainly,” Mr. Edmunds replied, “ it 
could. The road is still under the jurisdic- 
tion of the interstate.commerce law.“ 

„ Who would decide that point? asked 
the Justice. 

‘Your Honors of the Supreme Court.“ 
Mr. Edmunds replied. 

In reply to a question by Justice Peckham 
he said that instead of regarding the con- 
tract in this case as the same as that in the 
transmissouri association he regarded it as 
quite the reverse. The transmissouri agree- 
ment had no declaration such as the Joint 
Traffic association has, that its purpose is 
to promote the interstate commerce law. It 
was a declared intention to codperate with 
the law. Also in the matter of rates the two 
were totally different, as they were in many 
other respects. 


Phelps for the Railroads, 


Mr. Phelps closed for the railroads. Tak- 
ing up Justice Brewer's question to Mr. 
Carter, he said that in case of a dispute 
between the parties to the eontract it would 
become a judicial question and be taken into 
the courts. If it was to be held applicable, 
then the law was open to attack upon con- 
stitutional grounds, as being calculated to 
deprive one of property without due process 
of law. The contract waa one to maintain 
just and reasonable rates,“ in accordance 
with the requirements of the interstate com- 
merce act. Was such a contract ever in 
the history of the world held to be illegal? 
The contract only provides for reasonable 
compensation for their services. Certainly 
no legislative action could properly be con- 
strued as depriving a citizen of this right 
ee him a felon for asserting the 
right. 


Closes for the Government. 


Mr. Richards followed Mr. Phelps in clos- 
ing the argument for the government. He 
spoke of the vast interests involved, say- 
ing that on the one side thirty-one of the 
great railroads, representing $2,500,000,000 
of capital, were arrayed against the general 
public. Mr. Riehards replied to Mr. Car- 
ter’s contention that an agreement for the 
restraint of competition was not a restraint 
of trade, asserting the contrary to be true, 
and that a contract which stifles compe- 
tition does restrain trade. He argued that 
if sales are held up, even to an insignificant 
extent, the extra charge is to that extent 
a restraint upon trade. He also took issue 
with the assertion that the interstate com- 
merce act was intended to prevent compe- 
tition. It was true that competition might 
result in the failure of some railroads, but 
this was a chance which railroad men must 
take as others must in other lines of busi- 
ness. The lowering. of prices was generally 
regarded as a benefit, and it was not to be 
expected that the government would step 
in to protect the railroads when it did not 
protect others. The United States could 
not undertake to guarantee that all rail- 
roads should become paying enterprises. 

The Traffic association’s agreement, Mr. 
Richards contended, wipes out ali compe- 
tition by leaving it to a central authority 
to make the rates, thus taking that power 
from the individual lines. The Interstate 
Commerce commission could not preecribe 
rates, and it was not reasonable that the 
railroads should be allowed to constitute a 
tribunal of their own with that power. He 
said that to give great railroad associations 
the power to fix rates would be to render 
them so obnoxious that the public would 
The pooling of freights 
and division of earnings were not prohibited 
in the interstate commerce law because bad 
in because they were only 
means to the preventing and stifling 
competition. 


CURRENT NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Steps Taken by American Roads To- 
‘wards Meeting Canadian Pacific 
Cuts—Transportation Notes. 


Western and Northwestern roads find 
great difficulty in reaching an agreement 
as to the rates to be made to meet the Cana- 
dian Pacific cuts. While the suspension of 
the “long and short haul clause by the 
Interstate Commerce commission enables 
them to meet whatever through rates the 
Canadian Pacific may make without re- 
ducing the rates to intermediate points, yer 
in order to protect the latter rates they find 
it necessary to provide such safeguards and 
restrictive measures as will prevent scalpers 
from manipulating portions of the low rate 
tickets. In making the arrangements it is’ 
found that the same rules and regulations 
cannot be applied via all gateways owing to 
the exist of different conditions and cir- 
cumstances. 

The special committee appointed to report 
at yesterday's meeting was unable, owing to 
those reasons, to present a plan for making 
rates via the various gateways satisfactory 
to all the roads. 


Suggestions of the Committee. 

The suggestions of the committee were 
that the low rates of the Canadian Pacific 
de met both via St. Paul and the Missouri 
River. Tickets via Missouri River gateways 
from Chicago to be sold on rebate plan and 
those via St. Paul at flat rates, because the 
same danger of manipulation of tickets by 
scalpers did not exist via St. Paul as via 
the Missouri River. In selling tickets from 


Chicago to north Pacific coast points the 
cexular rate of $11.50 from Chicago to St. 


Paul to be added to the $20 rate put in 
effect by the Northern Pacific and Great

Renewed efforts are therefore being 
made to get Congress to act at once upon the 
anti-scalping bill and thus aid the American 
roads in giving passengers going to the 
North Pacific and Alaska as good rates as 
they get from points in Canada. 

Colonel H. C. Townsend, General Passen- 
ger Agent of the Missouri Pacific, said yes- 


terday: 


“ So long as scalpers can manipu- 


late tickets the American roads will not be 
able to repel the attacks of the Canadian 

cific. The Canadtan road has not to con- 
tend with the scalping element in making Its 
rates, as there are no scalpers in Canada. 


If American roads were 


as well protected 


they would be able to meet the competitien 


without serious loss.“ 


The Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf has

CIGAR ENDS TO BE FOLLOWED FROM 
GUTTER TO CIGARET STANDS. 


tom Devise a Plan to Prove the 
Leathsome Source of “ Penny Smok- 
ers’ „ Contents—Detectives to Watch 
the Evolution of the Tobacco from 
Its Harvest in the Streets Until It 
Is Again Placed on Sale. 


The foes of the insidious cigaret have de- 
cided to prove the impurity of its ingredients 
by tracing the refuse cigar butts from the 
gutters through the many processes they 
undergo until the finished product is placed 
on sale in the cigar stores. The anti-cigaret 
leaders have long claimed, and it has never 
been successfully denied, that cigar butts 
play an important part in the manufacture 
of cigarets. Now they are going to prove 
their*assertions. Detectives will be em- 
ployed to keep a watchful eye on cigar ends 
picked out of the gutter by street arabs, 
From the time these refuse bits of tobacco 
are placed in the lads’ grimy baskets 
throughout all their wanderings they will 
be traced by the detectives. And when they 
have been converted into cigarets the jde- 
tectives will be able to say: 

“ These cigarets are made out of tobacco 
picked up in street gutters by street arabs. 

And to clinch matters — 
able to name both the particular stree - 
ters and the lads that reaped their loath- 
some harvest there. 

This new plan of warfare originated with 
Secretary Ralph M. Easley of the Civic 
federation, who consulted with Miss Lucy 
Page Gaston, President of the anti-cigaret 
department of the Nationa! Christian Citi- 
zenship league, and immediate steps were 
taken to put it in operation. In discussing 
the plans yesterday Miss Gaston said: 

“Tt may not be that this refuse finds its 
way into the more expensive cigarets. I 
cannot say as to that. But I do know it Is 
sold again. It is disease laden possibly; it is 
filth laden surely. If rumor is to be believed 
the tobacco so gathered is transformed into 
the penny smokes of schoolboys and young 

n.“ 

mi Gaston said that the matter would be 
presented at the next regular meeting of the 
federation. By that time enough evidence, 
it is expected, will have been gathered to 
establish the danger in the sale of cigarets. 
It is expected the expense of a thorough in- 
vestigation will be undertaken by the fed- 
eration. 

Several cigar dealers, when told of the con- 
templated move, at first laughed and then 

w indignant. 

“The idea that cigarets are made up of 
this refuse tobacco is absurd,“ one dealer 
said. “I don't care what transformation 
an old cigar stub goes through, it never 
could be made into a cigaret of any of the 
standard brands.“ 

Tobacco men declare they would be glad 
to have the Civic federation trace out the 
destination of the gathered cigar stubs. 

„ guch a plan would help our business won- 
derfully,”’ said one of Best & Russell's man- 

ers.

The fact that Superintendnt Van 
Cleave and the New York Underwriters have sub- 
mitted thelr differences to the Circuit Court to 
decide on the legality of the form of policy adopted 
by the company is not regarded as relieving the 
Executive committee from any responsibility in 
enforcing the three agency rule.
